— The 
question of immediate provision of 
adequate housing facilities for ship- 
yard workers was taken up with va- 
rious Government officials today by 
Senators Fletch and Harding, acting 
as a subcommittee of the Senate 
Commerce Committee investigating 
the activities of the Shipping Board. 

The subcommittee was named yes- 
terday to urge instant relief after 
Homer lu. Ferguson, president and 
general manager of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Co., had told the 


Senate investigators that poor hous- 
ing conditions in shipbuilding ports 
was one of the greatest obstacles to 
rapid ship construction. 

‘In the course of his testimony 
Ferguson did not hesitate to criti- 
cise the Shipping Board and Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation and held 
them to blame largely ‘for the de- 
lay in the Government building pro- 
gram. He put America’s probable 
output for 1918 at 3,000,000 tons and 
said estimates of 5,000,000 to 8,000,- 
000 tons frequently made were mis- 
leading to the public. 

“Tack of Housing Limits Output.” 

The testimony of Ferguson, for 17 
years a naval constructor, made a 
visible impression on the committee 
and he was kept on the stand most of 
the day. 

“The housing problem,” Ferguson 
declared, “is one of the most vital 
facing the Government in the con- 
duct of the war. You cannot get the 
ships unless houses are provided for 
workmen. We want to add 5000 men 
io our force and there is nowhere in 
Newport News houses for them to 
live in. I understand that conditions 
elsewhere are equally bad- 

“There is no limit to the amount of 
ships this country can build if it 
really sets itself to the task. The 
shipyards already built and those 
lmdlding can turn out 6,000,000 tons 
of ships annually under proper con- 
ditions and the country could, if put 
to it, add still other yards and pro- 
duce 10,000,000 tons a year.

URTHER extension of the 
F submarine barred zone is 
announced in a _ wireless 
statement sent out by the Ger- 
‘man Government. It becomes 
operative on Jan. 11. The ex- 
tensions which are. particular- 
ized in the message affect the 
region around “enemy support- 
ing points’ on the Cape Verde 
Islands, and the points of sup- 
port of Dakar, French Senegal, 
with the adjoining coastal dis- 
trict.

LONDON, Jan. 8.—Lord Rhond- 
da, Food ControNer, in an interview 


given to Harold Begbie, referring to 
the intended rationing of the British 
people, says: 

. ‘Powers of organization are going 
to beat the Germans if the country 
will back me up. I am certain they 
have got to be beaten and can be 
reaten—beaten by the longer lasting 
powers of the British—and I will 
play Socialist to that end. 

“But it is not going to be a pleas- 
ant experience for the British peo- 
ple. They must not think rationing 
is a cure or a limit to what is com- 
ing. For some time they will be hun-+ 
gry. 

“People with property may find 
themselves without property. The 
State may have to turn farmer and 
butcher a few months ater, and 
things will be better, but there will be 
a testing time, and the iest will be 
applied’ to the stomach of the En- 
glishman, applied sharply.” 

Lord Rhondda spoke, savs Begbie, 
of the real difficulty which the ra- 
tioners never seem to consider, the 


difficulty of getting things where- 
with to ration 40,000,000 people here 
and the not inconsiderable millions 
who represent our allies., The food 
wanted by mankind does not exist. 
The word “shortage”’,is not strong 
enough for the _ situation. Lord 
Rhondda could make a little go a 
long way, but his first difficulty is 
to get hold of the little, and, having 
got it, to make it go the whole way. 
To put the matter bluntly, the whole 
world is up against a nasty thing, 
familiar to the Indian people, called 
famine. 

“I am not anxious about getting a 
certain amount of supplies.’ said 
Lord Rhondda.

Report Covers Period From Ar- 
ras to Conclusion of Flanders 
Offensive in November. 


RESULTS SATISFACTORY 


Advantages Germany Obtained 
Italy Discounted, He Asserts. 


LONDON. Jan. 9.—The Official 
Gazette prints 26 pages of an of- 
ficial report from Field Marshal Haig 
of the British spring and summer 
campaigns in France and Belgium. 
The Commander in Chief optimis- 
tically sums up last year’s work as 
follows: “The additional . strength 
which the enemy can obtain from 
the events in Russia and Italy al- 
re@dy has been largely discounted 


and the ultimate destruction of the 
enemy's field forces has been 
brought appreciably nearer.’ 

The report covers the period from 
the opening of the Arras offensive, 
April 9,'to the conclusion of the 
Flanders offensive in November. 
Subsequent events of the year, in- 
cluding the Cambrai battle, will oc- 
cupy a separate report, which is to 
be published shortly. 

Tribute to Americans. 


Gen. Haig closes the report with a 
brief tribute to the Americans. “Dur- 
ing the year,’ says Gen. Haig, “‘the

Our enemy did 
his utmost to hold his ground and 
endeavoring to do so used up no less 
than 78 divisions, of which 18 were 
engaged a second or third time after 
being withdrawn to rest and refit.

As long as they could reach 
him they overcame-him, but physical 
exhaustion placed narrow limits on 
one depth to which each advance 
could be pushed and compelled long 
pauses between advances.

“Time after time the practically 
beaten enemy Was enabled to re- 
organige and relieve his men and 
bring up reinforcements from be- 
hind the sea of mud which constitut- 
ed his main position.

ROME, Jan. 9.—Fiorello H. La 
Guardia, whe represents the Four- 
teenth Congressional District of New 
York in the House of Representa- 
tives, may have the alternative of re- 
signing from Congress or from the 
American Flying Corps.

The Union Electric, through its | 
vice-president,and general manager, | 
Charles §S. Ruffner, is contending | 
that no more hyrdo-electric current 
is available.

Application for Rate Increase. 

In seeking to obtain official recog- 
nition of its position that it can ob- 
tain no more Keokuk power, the 
Union Electric filed in October, which 
was more than a month before it 
filed an application for permission 
to increase its commercial electric 
rates, an application for the right 
to include in its rate schedules the 
following notice to users of water- 
power current: 

“The available hydro-electric pow- 
er having been disposed of, the com- 
pany will make no contracts on this 
schedule after Oct. 31, 1917.” 

Ruffner, in support of this appli- 
cation, testified at a formal hearing 
before the commission Dec. 13:

New Arrangement Shuts Out 
World’s | Championship 
Players From Any Share in 
Fall Series ‘‘Pool.” 


By John E. Wray. 

W HILE not all the wrinkles were 
: ironed out of the newly adopt- 
ed plan for dividing world’s series 
money, the National Commission yes- 
terday, at Cincinnati, considerably 
straightened out the kinks in the 
situation. 


This was chiefly due to the elimi- 
nation of world’s serie, teams as par- 
ticipants in any share of the city se- 
ries plums, and to the decision to 
‘make special provision for fall series 
‘games in which second division clubs 
figured. 

The announced basis of division is 
now as follows: 


WORLD'S SERIES TEAMS. 
From the total players’ share of: the 
world’s series (60 per cent of the first 
four games) must be deducted: 

$2000 for each winning team player. 

$1400 for each losing team player. 

The remainder of the _ players’ 
| share of the world’s series, plus 50. 
per cent of the players’ portion of 
each fall series played, is to be di- 
vided among the second, third and 
fourth place teams of both leagues, 
in the following proportions: 


Second place team players di- 
vide 50 per cent. 

Third place team players divide 
30 per cent. 

Fourth place team players di- 
vide 20 per cent. 
In this ‘divvy’ theworld’s series play-

Fulton’ has proven equal to the 
occasion of erasing the “damned 
spot” on two previous instances. For 
example, he knocked out Dan Flynn, 
after that poor specimen of a heavy- 
weight had held him to a draw or 
better; he also won from Carl Mor- 
ris on a foul; after Carlo had pre- 
viously beaten him the same way. 

Fulton’s knockout by Al Palzer he 
never retrieved and never will—since 
Al cashed in hurried! some months 
ago, and checked out r Eternity. 
Tate’s case is not worrying Fulton 
—or should not, on the records of the 
men. Fulton will have every advan- 
tage, including experience and phys- 
ique. He has a knockout punch. 
His 1917 record shows that évery 
bout that did not end in a foul he 
won by a knockout. Among those 
on whom Fulton practiced the axiom 
that it is more blesseg to give than 
to receive, knockouts considered, 
were “Tham” Langford, Gunboat 
Smith, Bob Devere, Tom  Cowler, 
Charley Weinert, “Porky” Flynn and 
others. .He was especially generous 
to “Porky,” rocking him gently to 
sleep twice. 


Four Fouls in One Year. 


No less than four fouls appear in 
the record of Fulton for the past 
year. Two were committed against 
him, while he was adjudged respon- 
sible for the others. After knocking 
out Weinert, that person demanded 
another bout and got it-—he also got 
other things that forced him_to seek 
the “easiest way” out. Fulton fouled 
Carl Morris, their first meeting in 
New York—at least so Referee Bill 
Brown said. Fulton declared that 
Morris had fouled him times with- 
out number, but that his own low 
alow was accidéntal.

The match was made under 
my direction, as are all matches here, 
and I was interested solely in arranging 
for local fans a suitable opportunity for 
the display of the fistic wares of a much- 
discussed heavyweight. 

Showing how feir Haack treated the 
boys who are now defaming him, I will 
say that Heack h‘rmself told me he hesi- 
tated to disuualify a fighter of Fred's 
ability and injure his chances for ad- 
vancement, especially where there was 
some doubt as to Fred's deliberate in- 
tentions. 

Fulton is a better boxer and a more 
experienced fighter than Harry Tate, and 
unless he is hopelessly ‘‘yellow,’* should 
have no cause (to worry over the out- 
come of the 12-round meeting at Joplin, 
next Thursday. He has a large local fol- 
lowing which would rejoice to see him 
‘realize his greatest ambition.

Regan Won Six Rounds.

That’s how far ahead Regan was at 
the finish and not a few of the hard 
boiled wiseacres at the ringside came 
away With the belief that had the 
contest gone One more round, Mur- 
phy might have gone to sleep.
